BLUE CLOUD. NEW. A SPLENDID NOVELTY. 


A new, very late blooming Michaelmas Daisy. Three 
feet high rounded bushes of soft lavender-blue 
single flowers. This aster comes into bloom in 
October and is at its best by November 1, its clouds 
of blue flowers contrasting beautifully with the 
yellow and bronze of chrysanthemums. Absolutely 
hardy and not troubled by insects or disease, it 
will provide blue flowers well into late fall.
